Winnipeg, March 23, 1900. 

‘Ottawa, March 22:. The militia de- 
partment received the following cable 
to-day : 

“Cape Town, March 21st: The trans- 
port Milwaukee arrived at Cape Town 
to-day. All well, Thirty-eight horses 
dend. Signed Col. Gordon. 

Kimberley, March 22: There was a 
smart artillery duel near Warrenton 
yesterday morning. A battery under 
Major Blowitt supported by the Kim- 
berley light horse located the Boers 
who employed four guns, two of which 
used cordite, but ineffectively. The 
British battery replied with effect and 
silenced the Boer fire. The Boers sent 
two shells near the railway stajtion 
which was not damaged. 

Warrenton, March 22: The Boers 
have vacated Klip Dam and Windsor- 
ton, which are almost deserted.Their 
wives and families have fled with 
them. They sank the ponis or ferry 
boats at Riverton and Windsor(lon. 
The Vaal river can only be crossed by 
swimming. The country this side of 
the river is well patrolled by the Brit- 
ish. 3 

London, March 23: A despatch to 
the Morning Post irom Bloemfontein, 
dated Wednesday says: “A deserter 
reports that the enemy after repeat- 
ed dissensions has withdrawn from 
Brandfort northwards. He thinks it 
unlikely that the Boers will make a 
stand anywhere scuth of the Vaal. 


A special correspondent of the Times 
at Bloemfontein, telegraphing Thurs- 
day, says: 

“Yesterday Kruger issued a procla- 
mation annexing the Free State to the 
(ransvaal. Mr. Steyn immediately is- 
sued a counter-proclamation declar- 
ing the Free State intact.” 


London, March 23: Again there are 
persistent rumors that Mafeking has 
been relieved. It is even asserted that 
the war office has received a despatch 
positively announcing the relief, but 
that pubiication is withheld because 
the form of the message admits of fthe 
possibility of a mistake. The war of- 
fice, however, deciares that there is no 
confirmation of the rumor, ané that no 
further news on the subject is at hand. 
It seems certain that Mafeking’s only 
chances lies in relief by the column 
supposed to be advancing from the 
south or in the possibility that Col. 
Baden-Powell is strong enough to ai- 
tempt a sortia with a view, of captur- 
ing the Boer guns at'a time when com- 
mandant Snyman has withdrawn his 
men to oppose Col. Plumer’s advance. 

All the reports regarding the Brit- 
ish operations in the Free Staite con- 
tinue to be satisfactory. Nothing has 
developed regarding Gen. Buller’s in- 
tentions but it seems hard to believe 
that he is again embarking Gen. 
Warren's division which has been re- 
ported.’ / 

It is reporied from Lorenzo Marques 
that Pretoria is prepared to stand a 
Sieg of tevo years and/the Boer 
women frantic at the reverses to the 
Boer arms, are entreating to be al- 
lowed to skoot the British officers 
imprisoned at Pretoria.

Modder river, Few 15. After explain- | 


ing the diffeculties of any attempt ‘to 
outfilank 16,000 Boers, and arguing | 
that a blow dealt at tke Boer centre 
et Magersfontein would be more ef- 
fejztive, he says his orders were io re- | 
lieve Kimberley, and, therefore, the 
day the last reinforcements arrived he 
decided to attack Magersfontein kop- | 
je. The general then proceeds to des- 
cribe the artillery bombardment of the | 
position, and how the Highland brigade | 
wais led to the point of assault after 
the late Major-General Andrew G. 
Wauchone had previously explained all 
he intended to do, and the particular 
part each baitalion was expected to 
play. Lord Methuen then remarks: |

ROBERTS’ OFFICIAL REPORT. 
The following is the text of Lord 
Roberts’ despatch to the war office an- 
nouncing his occupation of Bloemfon- 


teini: ( 

“Ploemfontein, Tuesday, March 13, 8 
p. m.—By. the help of God and by the 
bravery of Her Majesty’s soldiers, the 
troops under my command have tak- 
en peesession of Bloemfontein. 

“The British flag now flies over the 
Presidency, evacuated last evening by 
Mr. Steyn, late President of the Orange 
Free State. 

“Mr. Iraser, member of the late exe- 
cutive government, the mayor, the sec- 
retary of the late government, the 
Landdrost (treasurer), and other of- 
ficials met me two miles from the town 
and presented me with the keys of the 


| public offices. 


“The enemy have withdrawn from the 
neighborhood, and all seems quiet. 

“The inhabitants of Bloemfontein 
gave the troops a cordial reception.” 
From Mafeking 

The New York World has the follow- 
ing! from Lady Sarah Wilson in\Mafe- 
king, on March 4th: “The siege drags 
its weary course. The shelling has 
been rather less severe in the last few 
days, but bullets are much more plenti- 
ful in the streets, making walking 
about a work of danger. The town 
is gradually assuming the appear- 
ame_or a gigantic rabbit warren. We 
have four miles of trenches for ‘the 
protection of pedestrians from bul- 
lets'and bomb proof shelters to resort 
to when the shelling is heavy. The 
jatest (triumph is a five inch gun, made 
by local workmen, Both shells and 
powder are made lecally.. Respecting 
the former, taken from Jame- 
son sev'tmwer at Vornkop by the Boers 
were fired into the town. They were 
collected, melted down, recast and used 
again, paying a visit to the Transvaal. 
As regards fooi stuffs, tbe town 
can hold out for some time if requir- 
ed to do so, but only with the greatest 
economy. A soup kitchen ,which was 
started to-day, supplied by horses, 
dogs, et<., will provide for nearly 1,000 
natives daily. These natives have 
large} herds of cattle, but will not sell 
any unless in exchange for fcod. Under 
the c:reumstances it would be unwise 
hence the 
outlook is an anxious one if the siege 
shall be prolonged beyond the date 
given." The date given when Mafe- 
king would succumb was cut out of ithe 
despatchj b3] a British censor. 
Slightly Ludicrous. 


How the residents of Bloemfontein 
made the best of a bad bargain may 
be gathered from tbe following : 
Lord Roberts first entered the mar- 
ket square, thence proceeded to the 
parliament houses, and from thence to 
the presidency, which he entered from 
the front. .

A Halifax despatch of the 16th says: 
Ali day it threatened rain and the: 
chances were that before Strathcona’s 
Horse could be embarked there would 
b2a downpour. But the good elements 
in the weather prevailed and 'there‘was 
na Tain until the troops got aboard the 
Eider-Dempster liner Monterey. No 
sconer had they embarked, however, 
than a fog haid set in thick and tha 
ciywnpour of rain began. The Mon- 
terey is anchored in midstream prepar- 
edj f4 sail at daylight. 

‘Twenty’ thousand people saw the 
Strathconas march from the armories 
to the transport and the scenes along 
the line were marked by! intense bn- 
thusiasm. Never before were the bus- 
iness streets of Halifax more gaily 
deporated with bunting. 

. Strathcona’s Horse and the hundred’ 
recruits to fill the vacancies in the first 
contingent were inspected at the ar- 
mories just previous to -embarkation 
by General Lord Seymour, whose 
grand nephew was in the ranks as a 
private. { The general addressed the 
rpldiers. In the course of his remarks 
he said that the tide had turned fin 
South Africa, but Lord Roberts would 
not consider it to be att 4xkigh (water 
mark until the Union Jack was hoisted 
on the highest steeple in Pretroia. 

Hon. Dr. Borden, minister of militia, 
made a fervid address. He said that 
this was the most splendid body of 
men over raistd® by“ any one fman for 
a field of battle. Canada has _ been 
learning during thse past few months. 
“We have been emancipated from the 
epiritjof colonialism,’ he said, “and 
initiated with the Empire. Canada 
bias demonstrated that she is part of 
the British Empire and that she has 
recepted a full mead of her share ir 
the responsibility for all enterprises in 
which the) empire may engage.” 

The Monterey is the best equipped 
transport yet sent from Canada and 
she should make a quick voyage to 
Cape Town. The acting mayor, Thos. 
Mitchell, has given orders that the 
green flag of Ireland shall fiy over the 
Halifax city hall to-morrow. 

Before the troops left the armories 
thej minister of militia read. to them 
the foilowing cablegrams received 
from Lord Strathcona, dated to-day: 
“Borden, Minister of Militia, Halifax 

“Pljease express to Colonel Steele,and 
his officers and men my; great disap- 
pointment fit not being able to witness 
their departure. [ looked forward with 
keen pleasure to the opportunity of 
personally wishing them God-speed and 
a safe return. I am quite sure they 
will aequit themselves bravely and gal- 
lantly in any. service intrusted to 
them and that they will do credit te 
themselves, to the Dominion and to 
gur beloved Queen.” 

Another despatch to the minister of 
militia said : 

: “Please read to my force the foilow- 
ing gracious message received by mes 
through Her Majesty’s private secre- 
tary\: 

: “‘Her Maijesty would be glad if be-

them an expression of her confidence 
that they will prove themselves worthy 
comrades of her Canadian soldiers 
who are} now so gallantly fighting for 
the Empire’s cause.

Our accomrmoda- 
tion could’ not havee been much'‘worse 
but they straizhtened it out afjer the 
weather became calm and now weiare 
getting good grub and a half decent 
plake to sleepin. Every man washick, 
some of them almost dead: Iam doing 
pretty well now. I havea job of, look- 
ing after the horses for the fvhole voy- 
ace. It is frightfully hot down in 
the bottom stable. I shall be glad 
when the sea voyage is over. It is 
fearfully monotonous and there is not 
the slightest thing to pass the (ftime 
away with. The Halifax people gave 
w::a lot of chocolate, candy, fruit and 
beer to bring withius. We' were}treait- 
ed] siplendidly all through the country 
from Edmonton to Halifax. Our 
horses have only two feet andia half 
left. We are throwing dead _ horses 
cverboard all the time.” 

After complaining of kit stealing, 
which seemed to be largely practiced, 
Mr. Traivers continues: “The weather 
hiis been grand since the storm. We 
haive been twelve days coming here. 
We had a good time in GHalifax /but 
they hurried us out of there. Several 
casas of scarlet fever broke out - and 
there was danger of quarantine. 
Their?) is a very nice crowd of feliows 
hivre, some, of the best boys I ever met 
but, of course, there is bound (to ,be 
somj of the other kind too. We are 
all wondering how the war is going. 
After reaching Africa we are going 
to camp at old Wynberg camp and I 
will send you another silver leaf.” 

(The writer’s reference to Wynberg 
camp and the silver leaf refers to an- 
other brother who is serving in the 
British army in South Africa, and ‘was 
camped at Wynberg camp,from whence 
he sent home aj silver leaf. These 
jeaves are peculiar to South Africa, fbe- 
ing narrow but three or four inches 
long, and of very curious and pretty 
appearance, They can be written on, 
and are frequently used by the soldiers 
at the Cape ‘to: send home as souvenirs.)

Some slight misunderstanding having 
occured in some quarters, in confusinz 
the Patriotic fund, with the Red Cross 
society, it might be well to point out 
that the former fund is to provide(for 
the. dependents ef Canadian soldiers 
killed or disabled in the war, while'the 
Red Cross society is an international 
order, established under the authority 
of the Geneva convention, and having 
branches in, all civilized countries. 
In time of war it is the Red Crosg 
which looks after the wounded on ‘the 
field of battle and provides for them 
subsequent hospital. accomodation and 
all the care that humanity can desire. 
During the present Transvaal war the 
Canadian branch of the society has 
been enabied to supply the first Can- 
adian contingent bountifully with 
medical and personal comforts and 
with cash for the purchase of addi- 
tional supplies. The ladies branch of 
the society, supplied Strathcona’s!

P. R. for their wisdom and generosity 
in distributing pure bred stock, for a 
majority of those who got them and 
those who use them will certainly 
want to keep on improving their stock 
and if the free distribution works as 
well here as it did with Jim Hit in 
Dakota will cnly cause more pure 
bred animals to be required. The Ar- 
gentine Republic is coming to the front 
fast as a beef and mutton producing 
country. Stockmen have paid fabulous 
prices for pure bred stallions, bulls and 
rams, and are commencing to reap the 
benefit. They have also built steam- 
ers adapted to handle cattle at the 
lowest cost.

As to Pretoria. : oh 

Despatches point out that among 
the curiosities of Cronje’s surrender,is 
the faint that the furious rain of shot 
and shell, lasting three days, did fap 
serious injury to any one. The Boars 
dug caves in the -banks of the river 
in which they were securely sheltered 
from the d-eadful tempest. Similarly, 
ati Ladysmithi, it is calculated that for 
2,680 shelis thrown by the enemy, only 
8 men were killed—one man for every 
335 shells. Thus it must have cost the 
Boers $30,000 to $35,000 to killa man 
in Ladysmith, far more than it is: 
worth. A considaration of these facts 
will give an idea of the ‘stupendous 
undertaking before the British before 
Johannesburg and Pretoria car be raz- 
ed. The expenditure of life, time, 
ammunition and money: is bound io ‘be 
encrmeus. The forts of these~ two 
cities are built on the most {modern 
style and that at Pretoria is defended 
by two of the largest cannons ever 
made. When the Boers concentrate 
their artillery for the defence oi Pre- 
taria they will have 320 guns. 
Russian Attache Amazed. 

In the Boer retreat after Driefon- 
tein a Cape cart containing the Rus- 
sian and Dutch military attaches to 
the Boer army broke down. The at- 
tacniies are now in the British camp. 
Afterwards the Kussian military at- 


. tache sent the following telegram’ to 


the Czar: “I am perfectly amazed at 
the energy in acticn and the endurance 
of the British infantry; I need say no 
more.” 


Before returning from Pretoria to 
the front to-day Gen. Joubert said fo 
a press representative “The courage of 
the British soldiers is beyond question. 
They rushed the kopjes and entrench- 
ments in a fearless manner, but were 
noitj a match for the mausers, which 
simply mowed them down.” 

Leinsters leave March 24th. ~ 

Halifax, N. S. March 14.—The Lein- 
ster Regiment are under orders to sail 
for England from this garrison on 
March 25th by the Dominion line 
steamer Vancouver. When the Lein- 
sters marth out of the barracks the 
Canadian militia enrolled for one year 
will march in. 

From Winsten Churchill. 

Cabling from Durban Winston 
Churchill says: The - proposal. to 
deport the Boer prisoners to St. Hel- 
ena will cause consternation through- 
out the Transvaal, where a voyage 
over seas is regarded with horror and 
alarm. I have obtained specimens of 
some very ghastly photographs avhich 
are now being hawked about Pretor- 
ia) of British dead on Spion Kop. In 
every case the photograph shows the 
pockets of the ccad turned inside put, 
the boots stripped off,. ete. In one 
case two negatives have been printed 
on one ‘paper in order to make the dead 
look more numerous; thus furnishing 
the pious burghers with an inspiring 
spectacle of abundant slaughter. All 
signs show that as ‘the struggle 
becom2s protracted so will it grow 
fiercery But no consideration of suffer- 
ing tb individuals or possibilities of 
horrible occurrences must turn the na- 
tion from its righteous task, to abandon 
which now is to make all sacrifices pur- 
poseless, to, cheat the dead: and to 
shame the living. 

What Roberts has done. 

The first half of the campaign is 
fiver. Lord Roberts arrived at Mod- 
dev river on Feb. 9. He entered Bloem- 
fontein on March 13. Thus, in little 
cover a month, he has effected { the 
relief of Kimberley and Ladysmith, the 
capture of Gen. Cronje’s forces, and 
the hoisting of the British flag in the 
cajpital of the Free State. All this 
has been accomplished with compara- 
tively trifling loss. It is small won- 
dar that he is ithe herocf the hour in 
Ergland. Ajl the newspapers eulo- 
gize him and congratulate the coun- 
try. They talk of the Free Siate as 
having passed out of existence and 
as being now one of the shadows of 
history. 

Total Casualties. 

The wair office has issued a return 
showing that the total number of cas- 
ualties in South Africa has been 14,919, 
exclusive of 955 men who were:either 
accidentally killed or died from dis- 
ease. 

St. Helena. 

A Calpe Town cable says that great 
satisfaction is felt there at the ‘fact 
that transports with Gen. Cronje and 
the bulk of the prisoners sail for St. 
Helena on the 14th. St. Helena, is 4n 
island in the South Atlantic ocean, be- 
longing to the British. It is 1,400 miles 
west of the west coast of Africa; and 
haig an) area of 47 square miles. Na- 
poleon resided there from 1816 tilljhis 
death, May 5, 182!. The island is ff 
volcanic origin, and consists of rug- 
ged mountains, interspersed with 
numerous ravines. The northern 
part of the isiand contains tolerably 
level tracts, covered with rich ver- 
dure. The largest of these is Long- 
wood, where Napolecn bad _ his resi- 
denve. About one-fifth of the island 
is fertile. Ajmost -the only traffic 
consists in furnishing commodities 
to the calling vessels. . The popula- 
tion numbers 624.

The 
British eavalry patrols, going as faras 
the Modder river, have found no sig of 
the enemy. Altogether, 400 Boers 
have come in here to surrender\Gen. 
Prettyman’s proclamation stipulates 


that the arms must be delivered by 
neon on Sunday, March 18. 


The Toronto Mail’s. Washington spe- 
cial says: Britain, in the answer re- 
ceived hy the state department to-day 


to the overtures for peace, submitted 
by the States’ government in behalf 
of Kruger and Steyn, serves noticeron 
all the| nations of the world that she 
will net tolaraite any interference by 
ahy, of them with the prosecution of 
the war in South Africa. The ultimat- 
um is distinctly set forth in Salisbury's 
response, to the declination of the 
Boer suggestion that the States be 
permitted to mediate being made ap- 
plirable by Salisbury to “any nation.” 
Tt is regarded here as a warning to 
Russia, and France that if they ut- 
tempt to bring the war to an end 
before the British government is ready 
to maki terms of peace, the two con- 
tinental powers must be prepared to 
fight Britain. This is the plain Eng- 
lish of Salisbury’s brief reply.

Gen. Joubert was expected here early 
in fhe morning, but the blowing up 
of the line north of the town pre- 
vented him coming. He remained at 
Brandfort with 2,000 Natalers. 

Roberts is busy. 

Lord Roverts is not allowing the 
grass of the veldt to grow under his 
feet. He put three trains in motion 
on the 15th equipping them with €én- 
gine drivers and firemen, from his 
own troops, and sent General Pole- 
Carew with 2,000 guardsmen and a 
small body of mounted infantry south- 
jvaird. He reported, in a midnight bul- 
letin that Gen. Pole-Carew had reach- 
Bethanis during the afternoon, with- 
aut opposition, and that the force is 
expecting to join Gatacre and Clem- 
ents. Gatacre had crossed the Orange 
river in the morning, and had Occupi- 
ed Bethulie. Clements’ advance has 
probably taken place simuitaneously. 
It is reported the Dutch rear {guards 
are retreating from the river) ‘with 
their guns, from Norval’s and Bethu- 
lie, and it is possible they may be 
taught between the columns which 
are, advancing toward Springfontein.
